As a prisoner during the second World War I learned many lessons, one of which I will never forget 
It is the wonderful fact that Christians can live together in such a camp despite their coming from 
more than 21 different churches. Those Christians formed a mighty unbeatable unit in Christ's army 
and they were always the most optimistic prisoners that I have ever met. Particularly in one campy 
situated in the far Eastywas there a delightful example of how all kinds of Christians can live and 
work together. The Protestants in this camp didn't have any minister or elder. There was nothing to 
remind them of their own Church which during their freedom was their only spiritual rock on which 
they could depend. There was not even any desire to have debates regarding the enumerable 
ecclesiastical dogmas, which seems to-keep us alive during our freedom. The Roman Catholics also did 
not have a Priest or anyone who had authority to act as a leader. It was really a camp without 
spiritual leadership. Yet in this situation a Roman Catholic layman and a Protestant layman came 
together and I will never forget what they said after heartily shaking hands - "We have one God and 
Father. Let us worship Him together." From that moment the Protestants and Catholics had their 
services combined and they were attended by everyone and it brought a tremendous spiritual power and

Of course, as expected, the Post war brought all of us automatically back again into the Church we 
were brought up in. But, we still keep in our hearts, not the differences which separate us as

Are we as Christians in St. Albert living by thoughts which separate us or by those which unite 
us? Are we broadminded servants in the army of Jesus Christ, or are we narrow-minded putterers? 

We were so glad over what happened Sunday afternoon during the farewell reception in honour of Father 
Tardif. I informed Father Tardif that during the Morning Service in the St. Albert United Church 

the Minister, Dr. E. R. Schwarz had officially announced this farewell reception for Father Tardif so 

The reaction of Father 
Tardif was "This is the best present that I have received today." Is it not wonderful to live ina 
town like St. Albert where we have such broadminded spiritual leaders who can be happy because their 
brother has not forgotten him or the mighty things which unite them. Let us in St. Albert from 
different Churches watch each other very carefully, not for the purpose of criticism, but only with 
one thought "What Can We Do For Each Other?"

From time to time you have read or heard what The Canadian Chamber of Commerce may have said about 
taxation gr immigration or unemployment or some other subject of national importance.

They don't represent big business or 
special interests. They are views and opinions stemming from policies which have originated in - 
Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce in more than seven hundred and fifty communities in all ten 
Provinces as well as the Yukon and Northwest Territories. The Canadian Chamber of Commerce is simply 
the national voluntary federation of these community Boards and Chambers. In turn, Boards of Trade 
and Chambers of Commerce, at the community level, are voluntary organizations of citizens — merchants, 
traders, brokers, mechanics, farmers, manufacturers, bankers, doctors, lawyers, and the rest - who 
are interested in the promotion of the civic, commercial, industrial and agricultural progress of the 
community and district in which they live. 

At the Annual Meeting of The Canadian Chamber of Commerce, representatives of Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce from all across Canada meet together and develop policies on matters which are 
national in character, timely in importance and general in application to the economic and public 
welfare. What comes out of the Annual Meeting, after being subjected to the fire of constructive 
criticism and hammered out on the anvil of public debate, are the policies which are promoted through-
